Even with the pouring rain, the 
first of three public open houses 
for the proposed outdoor stadium 
drew about 40 people within the 
first half hour last night. 

Bruce Evans of Halifax was one 
of them. 

“I like the fact they invited the 
public early (in the process), but 
I’m a little skeptical over the 
whole stadium concept,” he said 
inside the Halifax Forum’s Mar¬ 
itime Hall. 

Evans said he’s not sure if Hal¬ 
ifax has the population base to 
support such a facility. 

Residents read several explana¬ 
tory panels set up by the consult¬ 
ants, Sierra Planning and Man¬ 
agement. 

After they chatted with the con¬ 
sultants, city staff and a few coun¬ 
cillors, people were encouraged 
to write their thoughts out on

sticky notes or seal them in an 
envelope if they wanted privacy. 
Sticky notes were posted on poster 
boards asking questions like,

There were two common 
themes in many of the notes: 
“CFL” and “Shannon Park.” 

One note read: “No track. Par¬ 
tially covered. ASAP.” 

And another: “CFL is a pipe 
dream — don’t even consider it.” 

Eileen Irwin of Halifax was also 
concerned about the price tag 
which, like the site, hasn’t been 
nailed down yet.

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Police seeing more stunt drivers 


It’s aggressive driving that 
police warn can have “dis¬ 
astrous consequences.” 

Yet when it comes to 
stunting in HRM, there 
doesn’t seem to be any 
slowing down the number 
of people getting caught. 

“It seems instead of a 
decline, there appears to 
be a slight rise in the num¬ 
ber of charges we are get¬ 


ting in the last few 
months,” said Sgt. Werner 
Sawatzky of Halifax Metro 
Traffic Services. 

“I’m not sure why we 
are seeing an increase in 
the number of charges, 
other than the better 
weather is finally here and 
people are trying it out.” 

The latest stunting 
charge came over the week-

end as the RCMP say a 25- 
year-old man was clocked 
going almost double the 
posted speed limit between 


Exit 5 and 6 on Highway 
103 near Tantallon. 

Police say the man from 
Leamington, Cumberland 
Co., which is near Spring- 
hill, was driving a Chevro¬ 
let Cobalt 197 km/h in a 
100 km/h zone Saturday 
night. 

“It’s not often that we 
catch people travelling at 
that speed. It’s certainly a 


rare occurrence,” Sawat¬ 
zky said. 

The man’s vehicle is 
now impounded for at 
least seven days and he has 
lost his licence for at least 
one week. If found guilty, 
he also faces a minimum 
fine of $2,400. Sawatzky 
said the driver wasn’t rac¬ 
ing anyone when pulled

Expect boarded-up areas 
and strange smells inside 
the Halifax and Dartmouth 
ferry terminals. 

For the next six to eight 
weeks, crews will be re¬ 
placing the ramp decks in 
both terminals. 

“So that involves remov¬ 
ing the asphalt and remov¬ 
ing the metal deck, then 
repairing the structural 
steel,” said HRM spokes¬ 
woman Michaelyn Thomp¬ 
son. 

It doesn’t affect passen¬ 
ger travel because sections 
of the ramp will be board¬ 
ed up at one time. But it 
means there will be a 
chemical smell. 

“If anybody has sensitiv¬ 
ities to solvents, we’re sug¬ 
gesting they find alternate 
modes of transportation,” 
she said. “They can’t use 
water-based solvents be-

cause of the nature of the 
work and the environment 
down there. They have to 
use something strong.” 

Work will be done dur¬ 
ing regular business hours, 
but Thompson said the 
majority will be completed 
between midnight and 
6 a.m. to minimize noise 
and odour disruption.

A Cuba-bound flight was 
waylaid in Halifax be¬ 
cause of an unruly passen¬ 
ger yesterday. 

RCMP officers were 
called to the Halifax Stan¬ 
field International Airport 
at about 12:15 p.m. at a pi¬ 
lot’s request. 

The pilot of a Thomas 
Cook flight from London, 
England, to Varadero, Cu¬ 
ba, made a request to land 
because of an unruly pas¬ 
senger. 

“At 12:50 p.m. RCMP 
met the flight and a 38- 
year-old male passenger 
from the United Kingdom 
was arrested under the 
Mental Health Act,” said 
Sgt. Brigdit Leger, RCMP 
spokeswoman. 

“There were no injuries 
to other passengers and 


the arrest was without in¬ 
cident.” 

The man was taken by 
ambulance to the QEII 
Hospital and the flight 
continued on its way to 
Cuba. 

Leger did not say what 
exactly happened on the 
flight, only that there was 
a disturbance.

There were few surprises 
in yesterday’s federal 
budget, and fewer still 
that affect Nova Scotians. 

And few politicians 
were surprised by this. 

“I think the overall tone 
and tenor of the budget is 
very similar, if not identi¬ 
cal, to the budget which 
we saw back in March,” 
Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay told Metro last 
night. 

“It’s the right focus, and 
that is on job creation and 
the economy, which is 
what Nova Scotians, cer¬ 
tainly people in Metro, as 
well as in Pictou County 
(and) Central Nova, were

looking for.” 

The big-name items 
that draw headlines in Hal¬ 
ifax — the proposed con¬ 
vention centre, the 
hydroelectric deal be¬ 
tween Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland, and most 
recently, Irving Shipbuild¬ 
ing’s bid for a multi-billion 
dollar defence contract — 
were not included in the 
budget. 

Not that they were ex¬ 


pected to be. 

“The nature of these 
projects are such that ... 
we would not expect to see 
them in the budget, so no, 
we have no concerns on 
that score,” provincial Fi¬ 
nance Minister Graham 
Steele said last night. 

Steele added the Con¬ 
servative government 
made a promise in its 
throne speech on Friday to 
support the Lower 


Churchill hydroelectric 
project along. 

Halifax NDP MP Megan 
Leslie, however, was a 
touch more critical. 

“Still no plan for fixing 
health care, still no plan 
for how to strengthen our 
public pensions, or re¬ 
warding businesses that 
are actually creating jobs,” 
she said. 

“So it’s a pretty disap¬ 
pointing budget.”

More construction ahead 

O Year 2 of five-year road plan begins O 20 projects slated for Halifax 


The province has revealed 
details of $265 million 
worth of roadwork for the 
coming year. 

Transportation and Infra¬ 
structure Renewal Minister 
Bill Estabroolcs announced 
Year 2 of the NDP’s five-year 
road-improvement plan in 
Antigonish yesterday There 
are few revelations for Hali¬ 
fax — the one major proj¬ 
ect is the expansion of 
Highway 101 at the Marge- 
son Drive interchange. And 


19 other projects, including 
a multi-year rehabilitation 
of the Joseph Howe Drive 
Overpass, will roll out in 
2011 - 2012 . 

The announcement also 
served as an update on the 
first year of the plan. Over¬ 
all, Estabroolcs said he con¬ 
siders it a success. 

“We did fairly well, I 
think,” he said. “But when 
you put a plan out in the 
public, people are going to 
have expectations raised. 


And now we have to meet 
those expectations.” 

Eyes are already turning 
to next year’s update, when 
more details on the govern¬ 
ment’s hiring of an in- 
house chip-sealing crew 
and investment in a mobile 
asphalt plant will be avail¬ 
able. 

Clare MLA Wayne 
Gaudet, the Liberal trans¬ 
portation critic, said his 
party still supports the five- 
year plan, but there are

Armed with a majority 
mandate, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper is forging 
ahead with a 2011-12 budg¬ 
et larded with low-cost bou¬ 
tique tax breaks, modest 
pension help for the poor¬ 
est seniors, and a vow to 
slay the deficit within four 
years. 

New to the spending 
blueprint is $2.2 billion for 
Quebec as an inducement 
to finalize full harmoniza¬ 
tion of the provincial sales 
tax with the federal GST. 

The budget will also 
phase out the $2-per-vote 
public subsidy received by 
all federal political parties. 

All the moves were re¬ 
peatedly linked to the ma¬ 
jority mandate the 
Conservatives won May 2, 
when 39.6 per cent of vot¬ 
ers delivered them 166 
seats in the House of Com¬ 


mons. 

Opposition Leader Jack 
Layton said that the Conser¬ 
vatives were not being 
transparent about where 
their proposed cuts in fed¬ 
eral spending would come 


from. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty said some programs 
“will not continue.”

PM makes first visit to Quebec flood 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper completed a 15- 
minute helicopter ride into 
Quebec’s flood zone yester¬ 
day, where 3,000 homes 
have been flooded in 22 
municipalities. 

Ahead of the federal 
budget announcement, he 
took a walking tour to visit 
flood installations, chatted 
with area residents, and 
met with local officials. 

He announced several 


initiatives — including fi¬ 
nancial help for Quebec’s 
disaster response and fund¬ 
ing for its flood-mitigation 
program. 

Harper had been criti¬ 
cized for failing to visit dur¬ 
ing the region’s seven-week 
ordeal and for his govern¬ 
ment’s refusal to let the 
army stick around to help 
with the cleanup. 

“The people of Mon- 
teregie can rest assured that 



our government is working 
closely with the province 
and affected communities 
to keep them safe and to 
help them rebuild their 
communities and lives,” 
Harper said in a statement. 

Wearing a blazer and 
slacks, Harper was dressed 
for meetings with officials 
— not for sloshing through 
flood waters as other high- 
profile visitors have done.

LOS ANGELES. An interna¬ 
tional mission will chart 
the saltiness of the ocean 
— from outer space. 

An Argentine-built 
spacecraft cariying 
instruments from the 
United States and other 
nations is set to launch 
Thursday from the Van- 
denberg Air Force Base 
along the central Califor¬ 
nia coast aboard a Delta 2 
rocket. 

The craft will circle 
657 kilometres above the 
Earth and will use a 
NASA-built instrument to 
map weekly changes in 
the levels of brine in the 
sea. NASA’s Aquarius in¬ 
strument is so sensitive 
that it can detect changes 
down to a dash of salt in 
a gallon of water. 

Nearly three-quarters 
of the Earth’s surface is 
covered by water, which 
contains about 3.5 per 
cent salt. Though the 
amount of salt in the 
world’s oceans remains 
mostly unchanged, the 
brine concentration in 
the topmost layer varies 
around the globe. 

Understanding how 
brackish the sea surface 
is will help researchers 
better predict future cli¬ 
mate change and short¬ 
term climate phenomena 
such as El Nino and its al¬ 
ter ego La Nina.

It’s a day in the life of Jeff 
Berwick. 

He’s an ordinary guy, 
married with two kids, 
commuting two hours 
each way from Oshawa to 
Toronto and back.

things get in my way,” 
Berwick tells Metro. 

This soft-spoken 38- 
year-old became blind at 
13 when the bone holding 
his optic nerve didn't grow 
normally, pinching off his 
sight. 

With the aid of a guide 
dog and a keen sense of 
touch and sound, he navi¬ 
gates a complex network 
of buses, trains and sub¬ 
ways to get to his job in 
customer service at the

Once there, his comput¬ 
er speaks to him and he 
does his job so seamlessly 
that sometimes his 
coworkers forget he’s 
blind. 

During time off he does 


what other people do: 
mundane tasks like empty¬ 
ing the dishwasher and 
more exciting events like 
attending sports events his 
kids Spencer, 7, and Asher, 
3, are involved in. 

“Look at me, Daddy!” 
Asher will often say, too 
young to understand his 
dad can’t see him. 

Berwick is helping to 
raise awareness of what 
it’s like to be blind and 
some of the tools that can 


help people with disabili¬ 
ties live normal lives. A 
short documentary which 
profiles a day in the life of 
Berwick is available at:
